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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 05 August 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the parent is now US Patent N. 6,480,667, fling date 
December 23 1997, teaches a firs device to receive a broadcast television program 
as taught by Heo reference . In response, the examiner submitted that the patent "647 
do not teach a second device coupled to the first device to detect a characteristic 
of the program and a recorder for recording as a replay a portion the program in 
response to the detection of the characteristic and video display device to display 
the replay in a reduced size while the first device continues to receive the program as 
being recited in claims 45- 50 the present application.. 

Applicant argues that the patent '667 at column 5, lines 54-57 and lines 64-67 
teaches detecting a black screen which accompanies the beginning or end of a 
commercial that is useful for editing . It is noted that the patent '667 teaches using of 
black screens of a video stream already stored on a random access memory for 
editing the stored video stream . The patent '667 do not teach a second device 
coupled to a first device to detecting a characteristic of a broadcast program received 
by the first device to control a recorder to record as a replay a portion of the broadcast 
program . 

Since the features that are being recited in claim 45-50 of the present 
application are not disclosed in the parent application , claims 45-50 of the present 
application can not be entitled to the filing date of the parent application . The rejection
